[6th September, 1985 .) 
An Act to provide for the restriction of certain rights confcrred by 

Part III of the Constitution in their application to the members 
of certain organisations established by the Central Government 
for purposes of intelligence or counter - intelligence so as to ensure 
the proper discharge of their duties and the maintenance of disci 
pline among them . 
Be it enacted by Parliament in the Thirty -sixth Year of the Republic 
of India as follows: 


1. (1 ) This Act may be called the Intelligence Organisations (Restric - Short 
tion of Rights) Act , 1985 .

2 . In this Act, unless the context otherwise requires, 

(a ) " Intelligence Organisation " means any organisation estab 
lished by the Central Government for purposes of intelligence or 
counter -intelligence and specified in the Schedule ; 

(b ) "member of an Intelligence Organisation " means any person 
appointed to , or employed in , any Intelligence Organisation ; 

( c) " prescribed " means prescribed by rules made under this Act.

3. ( 1 ) No member of an Intelligence Organisation shall , 

(a ) be a member of, or be associated in any way with , any trade 
union , labour union , political association or with any class of trade 
unions, labour unions or political associations; or 

(b ) be a member of, or be associated in any way with , or raise 
funds for, or hold office in , or function in any other manner for , any 
other society , institution , association or organisation that is not 
recognised by the Central Government as part of the Intelligence 
Organisation of which he is a member or is not of a purely social, 
recreational or religious nature ; or 

(c ) communicate with the press or publish or cause to be publish 
ed any book , letter, pamphlet, poster or other document except with 
the prior permission of the head of the Intelligence Organisation ; or 

( d ) except for purposes of official duty , contact, or communicate 
with any person on any matter relating to functioning, structure , 
personnel or organisational affairs of the Intelligence Organisation of 
which he is a member ; 

( e ) use the name of the Intelligcence Organisation of which he is 
a member for purposes not authorised by the head of the Intelligence 
Organisation or in any other manner except for purposes relating to 
the official work and functioning of the Organisation itself . 

Explanation . — If any question arises as to whether any society , insti 
tution , association or organisation is of a purely social, recreational or 
religious nature under clause ( b ) of this sub - section , the decision of the 
Central Government thereon shall be final. 

( 2 ) No member of an Intelligence Organisation , shall participate in , 
or address, any meeting or take part in any demonstration organised by 
any body of persons for any political purposes or for such other purposes 
as may be prescribed .

Any person who contravenes any of the provisions of section 3 
shall , without prejudice to any other action that may be taken against 
him , be punishable with imprisonment for a term which may extend to

(2 ) Every rule made by the Central Government under this Act shall 
be laid , as soon as may be after it is made , before each House of Parlia 
ment, while it is in session for a total period of thirty days which may be 
comprised in one session or in two or more successive sessions , and if, 
before the expiry of the session immediately following the session or the 
successive sessions aforesaid , both Houses agree in making any modifi 
cation in the rule or both Houses agree that the rule should not be made, 
the rule shall thereafter have effect only in such modified form or he of 
no effect, as the case may be; so , however, that any such modification or 
annulment shall be without prejudice to the validity of anything pre 
viously done under that rule ,
